In the town hall at Revere still lie 
a half dozen bodies, They are horrible to look 
at. Bloody foam lies upon their black, swol-

They have been 
crushed, cooked, tortured, and, deeper than 
the mere physical disfigurement, one sees 
something still more horrible in their faces—a 
haunting look of unspeakable agony.

THE CORONER'S JURY AT REVERE. 

The Coroner's Jury which met this after- 
noon in regard to vere disaster, was 
composed of Dr. James S. Fors Coroner ; 
Jonathan Harrington, Andrew Burnham, John 
H. Proctor, Charles Bird, and Col. Porter, 
with Dr. Jacob Mitebell, of Chelsea, clerk.

THE TESTIMONY OF A CONDUCTOR, 

The first witness called was John S. New- 
land, conductor oa the Eastern railroad, who

quarter to eight o'clock when I started from 
Chelsea atation. The express tran was 
net in sight. I had three cars and 
a baggage car on my train. I had 
ets to start as soon as possible, and 
to carry taü lights. They are white and col- 
ored, and were attached burning to the rear 
of the care when I arrived at Revere station. 
The detention at Saugus branch of 8 minutes, 
was oceasioned by the half Past six o'clock 
train. First discovered the expsess train at 
Everett. The train was 3 at a 
rapid rate. Ceuld not tell whether steam 
was shut of or not. The train appeared 
to under full headway. I 
know the engineer of the express 
train, his name is William Brown. Did not 
bear apy whistle from his traim; could not say 
whether he could hear or not. I call thirty- 
five miles per hour a rapid rate; should 
judge it was running at tha rate. Had the 
right of the road, according to the rules. The 
use of lanterns Ow the rear of the train is to 
nolify an approaching train, and the Invaria- 
ble rule is to stop when these signals areseen. 
It is an understood rule that no train is to 
run within a half mile of a 8 train; 
instructions are Printed. woul 
ordinarily, one and a half 
minutes to pass over the dis- 
tanec of half a mile. I should think it 
would require og distance of a quarter of a 
mile to break up atrain running at the rate 
of thirty-five mi * per hour. ae condition 
of weather was overcast but clear. I did sve 
a light half a mile distant that night. A 
light could be seen a mile ina straight line 
I was on the rear end of the ear before arriv- 
ing at Revere, The first intimation I had was 
a man singing out from the platform: Train 
coming!“ Did not sue the man 
that tended the switch depot. 
Think the man jumped into the middle 
of the track and showed a light. This man 
wasat my left hand, some seven feet in ad- 
vanee, when the train struck. I was delayed 
half an hour at the Boston ey but could 
not tell the reason. Starts his train when 
made up and put into the depot. The master 
and assistants make up the train. Sometimes 
start on time; there have been times when the 
trains don’t start on time. camp-meet- 
ing has deranged the starting time by there 
being heavy trains. It has been a good deal 
more so durmg the last_ten days than usual. 
Delays occur in oston more than 
at any other point. ave never 
mace complaint of making up the train on 
time of starting. Receive orders in running 
time from the Superintendent.

BUDDHA HIMSELF. 


An Interestin ‘Letter from: Lady 
Missionary Among the Heathens of 
Japan. 

The following is a private letter to a gentle- 
man in this city from his sister, a lady of New 
York, who is now engaged in a missionary 
work to the heathens of Japan: 

Yououama, July 9, 1871. 


My Dear Brorusr—We arrived safely at 
this place Sunday morning, June 25th. My 
eyes, so long accustomed to the vast cxpanse 
of water, were truly refreshed by the sight of 
land. revented the landscape from 
standing out full and elear, but, nevertheless, 
seen through the haze, it was grand. Every-

We arrived at Enoshiwagibout sunset, hav- 
ing traveled a distance of about twenty-tive 

miles, We rode along by the sea-shore, with + 
the tide coming in upon us for two or three 
miles. We stopped that night in a heathen 
temple, and the next 8 went to Diebutz. 
i forgot to say that noshiwa we visited 
a cave; the way was by one thousand steps.

I was no more re- 
sponsible for the politics of that paper (which 
were an odd compound of patiiotism, benevo- 
lence, land philosophy and partisan defiance, 
for the paper claimed to be independent, and 
certainly embraced the jolliest assortment of 
political odds and ends that ever was scen) 
than a house-carpenter is responsible for the 
opinions of the architect of the building on 
which he isengaged to swing a door. I was 
as unknown and unrecognized as a part of the 
responsible machinery of that paper as a paint- 
brush is known and recognized as a part of 
the necessary mechanism of an ocean steam- 
er. As soon as I was permitted to go home 
I went home, leaving behind me a 
thenkful heat, and carrying with 
me a grateful memory. I shall al- 
ways look back wih a soit of sentimental 
pleasure to the days I spent in Cincinnati, 
hopeless and purposeless as they seemed to 
be.

It was and it is the oldest newspaper in Ten- 
ne «ce, and the most flourishing, popular, and 
influential in the mid- country south of the 
Ohio. It gave more of its people to the 
Confederacy than any newspaper in the 
South. It lost t of its editors on the bat - 
tlefield, Gen. K. Zourrcorrer, who was 
killed at Fishin; Creck, Gen. Jas. R. Karns, 
who was killed at Murfreesboro, and Col. 
Tuomas W. Braumont, who was killed at 
Chickamauga. It is now owned and conduced 
by Messrs. Rosents & Purvis, both Confeder- 
ate soldiers. ALBERT ROBERTS, its cditor, him- 
self a gallant and brilliant man, has around 
him a eirele of as representative Confederatcs 
as may be found in Tennessee. The paper, 
under my management, was the most resolute 
champion the people had against the Brown- 
low despotism, and has lost none of its char- 
acter and prestige, but has added to both 
under the management of Mr. Roskkrs.

They are of a piece and dove-tail together so 
symmetrically and so characteristically that 
noching short of the ends of a just and 
impartial history could induce me to lay sac- 
rilegious hands upon so pretty a fiame-work, 
albeit not of heaven’s, but of Isaac Cal o- 
WELL’s planning. I must do my duty, how- 
ever, and, as Mr, Mrrnews is the most re- 
maikable af the trio, and may be likened 
to the circus-poster that represents one man 
streiched out upon the ground supporting 
two others who dance on his up extended 
erms and toes, I will begin with him. 

Mr. Luc rx G. Minus is President of 
the Louisville Ledger Company. He is 
also publisher and proprietor of the 
New Albany Ledger. His name stands at 
the heed of both papers. The New 
Albany Ledger is as sound a new-depariure 
paper as cen be found ju ai the North or 
West. The Loulsv. le Ledger is a3 venous a 
Bourbon ole as Mr, Toowss or Mr. 
Sreruzws covld desire. Thus Mr. Mar- 
rwe, like the Colossus of Rhodes, straddles 
the Obio river and carries water on both 
shouldeis, scattering light and gladmess o (he 
National Democrecy of Indiana aceording to 
the most advaneed Vallandigham ides, whilst 
he dispenses darkness to the Bourbons of 
Kentucky; and pours out defamation on the 
CourniEr-JOURNAL, accordim” to the gospe' of 
Saint Isaac CALDWaLL. This ought to be 
enough of Mr. Matrugws. It is all I /20w of 
him. Indianians of both parties te'l me that 
be was a {y.ious war patriot, and assure me 
| that he was an applicant for a po.ition 
as quaiemmastscr under Governor Mon- 
rox. The story goes that. Morro 
rejeeicd b's pet.cion, and this may eccownt for 
his indi«vation at the Senator for saying that he 
behevcd the Cote -eR-JOURMAL is rot an a2 
{ualabeticr of murder, but is sincere in its e*- 
fo..storc ore peace and order i) the coun- 
try. I know not how it is. I make no 
cherges that I can not sub tantlate. The 
fact I have st ed aa te Matrruews’ straddling 
the bro.d Obic—with a jack-boot on one K 
and a peir of pantalete on the oiher—is su- 
cient. Lut the Indianians to whom I s"lude— 
and they exe rel'able gentlemen of boch par- 
tic. have themselves made the charge I re- 
fer to, and they defy hm to contradict it. 

Mr. Samos, WILLIAXs is the managing ed - 
itor of the Ledger. He isa man of ability 
and culture, a hard worker and & good W. iter. 
When I first knew bim he was Peinci- 
pal of the Sixth-ward School. I 
gave bim employment on the 
COURIBR-JQUBNAL during the vacations, 
and he wrote occasiqnal ¢ditgsial Articles all 
the year round, Finally, the absence of Mr. 
HatTouER gave Mr. WILLIAMS au opportunity 
and he cume on as managing editor, resigning 
his place in the school service. He was an 
ardent and an eager progressive. If he did 
not vote for Srzep against WINCHESTER it 
must have been for the reason that he had not 
at-that time su rendered bis commission to a 
Democratic school board, for his op:nions ov 
the subject were freely expressed and com- 
monly understood. I have caused the poll- 
books of bis precinct to be examined, and find 
that he did not vote at all. His specialty 
sed to be the Bourbons and the Frankfort 
clique. He delighted to go for them, and 
missed no opportunity of doing so. When 
the Ledger was started he was moved to 
such a degree of zeal that, ‘ailing to find 
a vent for his feelings in the Covurier- 
JOuRNAL, he went over to the Commercial 
and bombarded it a5 a volunt.ry editorial con- 
tributor to the Republican organ. He had 
previously sent Mr. HatcHer to say that the 
Commercial had offered him more than he was 
receiving ou the CoOURIER-JOURNAL, and his 
salary wes accordingly raised. When he was 
offercd the place he holds on the Ledger, 
I advised him, quite disintercstedly, to decline 
it. I urged that the Ledger was a mere mush- 
room affair, got up by a nest of politicians 
with little conception of the nature of the eu- 
terprise in which they were engaged, and lk 
ly to live only as long as their subsidy should 
last. He took this view himself. A second 
and more tempting offer was made. He com- 
municated this o me, and, seeing the drift of 
his inclinations, I said to him about ‘his in 
substance: 

“Mr. WII LIaus, I fully sympathize with 
ycur deshe for advancement, and, if it could 
be gratificd without sacrificing substantial and 
reliable interests, I should think you ought to 
hold it above any question of personal asso- 
cia.ion. So, don’t allow yourself to be em- 
barrassed in this business. Do what is best 
for yourself, aud consider nobody else. If 
you will manage the case with discretion, you 
can cei a st'll better thing than has yet been 
offered you, e ud, though we should miss you 
very much, I wovld be reconciled toa good 
deal of inconvenience ff it should be the 
means of serving you and of making a decent 
paper out of what riow isa bundle of black- 
yuardisms, disgraceiul to the profession and 
to the city.“ 

He followed my advice, and I think secured 
stock in the Ledger. I grew, for my part, en- 
thusiastic in his behalf—slopped over in fact— 
wiih the thought that WiLL1AM3 was going 
to better his fortunes and make a de- 
cent paper out of the Ledger, He was 
a robust, manly fellow; he had been rich and 
had lost his money, and everybody liked him 
end believed in him. We talked the matter 
over eveiy day, and when it was concluded I 
said,— 

Now, Mr. WILLIAMS, put your best lick on 
it. Ifit can suceeed at all it must succeed 
upon its journalism. Never mind its politics. 
The polticians who control it will relicve you 
of that. But make it decent and geatlemanly— 
make it live and newsy. Its success will not 
interfere with us, II it lives it must create its 
own field, and, so far from hurting us, it will 
help us by relieving us of many thankless and, 
as I think, unprofessional party obligations, 
which it can, aftord to look aftcr and fulf!l."’ 

He left the Courrgr-dJourNaL office with 
the kind wishes of us all. He had been an 
old employe of Mr. HaLDEMaN, who treated 
him and spoke to him preciscly as I had done, 
Well, to put the case tersely, he fooled us. 
From the day of his advent the Ledger bo- 
ceme more splenetic.and direct in its ass ults, 
and on more than one occasion has been 
pointed in its alm by suggestions that could 
only have come from a source having had con- 
fidential knowledge of the interior of this of- 
fice. I dO pot pretend to hold Mr. WiLLiams 
responsible for the political conduct of the 
paper he makes up; but surely hé hes some 
power to control its general character, and af- 
ter all that passed between himself and me— 
after al the consideration he received from 
the Courme-JougNsL—after securing an in- 
ereage of salary by holding up an offer from 
the Commercial—after writing articles in the 
Commercial abusing the Ledger—after going 
over to the Ledger because of an increase of 
calary—circumspection, to say nothing of 
a higher motive, should have 
urged the propriety of suppressing 
particularly these passAges in 
which I am held up to public scorn as an 
mnccrupulous fwies,” a venal ad venturer,“

Mr. Wi_ttaMs 
may persuade himself that these attacks upon 
me tre legitimate; or he may explain that hé 
cannot control them. But it is dificult to be- 
Heve that, if he exercided one half the vehe- 
ment manhood Which he uscd to employ in 
rolling out the damnation of the Lourbons, to 
secure an old fitend and comrade from the 
misrepreventations of a preconcerted and ig- 
norant malice, he should fafl to succeed at 
lcast in keeping these misrepresentations in- 
side of dc eeney and di-eretion. 

This bripæs me to the Little Giant—to the 
great Ad utant Dawsow. I pause for a mo- 
ment. I sce the eolossal Marrasws astride 
the Ohio river, and the jocund WILLiaxs 
beam, Mke Saut, of old, upon the 
scene. The door opens. All is hushed 
as the patiiot states nan enters. The 
man whose lofty soul was wounded 
because Somebody is reported to have said, 
**d—n the Demoeratic party.“ The man that 
did not get the Land Office; but the man who 
confidently looks to be cared for by 
the Governor or the Legislature on ac- 
count Of his great services and noble 
sacrifices; his heroic eseape from Mun- 
fordville ; his magnanimous conduct towards 
ALEXANDER Grant; his Christian virtues; 
his usciulness as a politician and colporteur to 
the Democracy and the Methodist Church. 
Everybody knows about him, and space is 
wactcd in taking his photograph, which was 
made familiar to the readers of the Counten- 
JOURNAL last summer as a “blonde edition of 
Richard the Third.“ Let bim slide, there- 
fore. It is sufficient to say that his record is 
at least defective, resembling a “bob-‘ail 
flush;’’ that he came into the Land Oc at 
the point of the bayonet; that his 
orthodoxy is of that recent and over 
zea'ous kind, which pro eribes; and that 
bis mission in the Ledger is to watch 
and represent the interesis of the ecumenical 
council at Frankfort. 

All thece are but servants. It would be ob- 
viously unfair to dismiss a theme so fruitful 
with a. few hasty peneill notes, 
which reier only to the kitchen. 
The gentleman who sits up stairs in 
the parlor—the real divivity on whose grace 
this fabric reste—is Isaac CALD WILL. He and 
his immediate adherents supply the Ledger 
with the means of its existence. : 

When I came to Louisville, Issac Car- 
WELL took the trouble to look me up, and was 
civil to me. ‘The occasion of this was that a 
very dear kinsman of mine, the late ANDREW 
Ewine, of Tennc:see, had been the most inti- 
mate lend of his brother, Gcorez AUrrepD 
CALD WILL. ANDREW Ewine and Grone 
ALFRED CALDWELL were fellow-members of 
Copgvess, fellow-lawyers and fellow-Dem- 
ociais; both brilliant and em’nent men 
in their profession and in the poll 
ties of their period. I found Jsaac Caup- 
WI L not a biilliant, but a steady, respectable 
men; a slow-moving, deliberate man; a man 
of a good deal of foree of will, and average 
scnse, who would make, I fancy, an excellent 
judge of any one of our law cout, bat who is 
not, I shall be pardoncd for obse: ; — 7 
qualificd for a great political reformer, the 
founder of a faith, and the leader of a party. 
Isaac CaALDWABLL, I say, was civilto me, and 
we got on well enough until the Cincinnati 
rullroad controversy came about. Isaac 
CaLDWELL weut to Frankfort to argue the 
case. He wes paid for bis services, and I sup- 
pose they were worth what he got for them. 
Lut bis position gave him no right to inst: act 
me es to how. my branch of the sul- 
ject ought to be handled, parcicularly, 
when it is remembered that the 
CoURIER-JOURNAL was the only Louisville in- 
stitution which was making any sacrifice in 
the matter. The Louisville delegation at 
Frankfort was sent to do the job and was 
paid for it. Isaac CALDWELL was sent as au- 
attorney and was paid for it. The Covrrer- 
JOURNAL was risking the whole of its Central 
Kentucky constituency at the instance of an 
abstivct conviction that the proposed charter 
was a grant not fit to be made. So, I declined 
to be instructed, and, though no breach ſol- 
lowed, things were not as lovely as they had 
been. Pretty soon I discovered that the acci- 
dental and purely legal vis-a-vis arrangement 
be.ween Issac CALDWELL and Jon C. 
BreECKINR!DGE had begot in the mind of the 
former a notion ot rivalry, and that CALDWELL 
had begun to nourish the idea that he was 
Keniacky’s coming man. I am tolerably sure 
that an article which I wrote and 
printed about Jom C. BRECKINRIDGE, an 
art'c'e which did justice to bis che racter and 
ro‘y 8, to his public services and his claims 
upon ihe people—a strong protest, in short, 
saga hst a prejudice chat v as being cultivated 
agairst bim on account of his connection 
with the Ferguson bil!—was an ofiense which 
Tsaac CaLDWLLL hes never forgiven. It indi- 
cated clearly enough that the Covurres-Jocr- 
XaLcov'd not be ielicd on in any future cam- 
paigu against Joux C. Breckinraiper. If 
ihe great schemes which had begun to illumi- 
rate the Caldwell horizon were to be perse- 
vered in and exccuted there must bea Cald- 
we'l orgen. Lliked Isaac CALDWELL somuch, 
for he is a genial and hospitable man, and I 
felt that the tendency I observed was so illu- 
sory, that I spoke to him on the subject 
more than once. 

“What do you want with an organ?“ I said; 
“it will do you no good, cost-youa deal 
of money, and come to nothing. The Cov- 
RiIER-JOURNAL is your friend, and will always 
do you justice, which is everything you ought 
to want.“ 

I was moved to do this from no apprehen- 
sion of damage from the embryo CALDWELL 
thunderer, but from an easy sort of indolent 
liking for ihe man, in spite of his particular 
weakness, and in spite, also, of real but local 
and temporary diflerences of opinion. I knew 
then, as I know new, that no friendship 
of mine for General BRECKINRIDGE would 
ever be disturbed or compromised. by 
{saac CALDWELL, and it interfered with a cer- 
tain selfish good-fellowship that a conceit of 
this sort should place Isaac CALDWELL in 
open hostility to my intcresis, though that 
hestility should do those interests no harm. 
But be was fixed, and during six months has 
allowed this paper toſabuse me in the manner 
known to the public. He, without whose en- 
couragement and aid it could not exist 
for a fortnight, has permitted it to describe 
me us an adventurer, when 1 was his constant 
assoelate, and to denounce me es a gambler 
when I rarely sat down to play the very 
small game of draw-poker, which is played by 
the club of gentlemen of which both of us are 
members, that he was not on the other side 
ofthe table. I know not how to account for 
this inconsistency, or, shall I say, this insensi- 
bility. Isaac CALDWELL is certainly a very up- 
right and, as I havethoucht, avery candid man; 
he is a man of limited sympathies and percep- 
tions indecd, not over-enthusiastic or demon- 
sti ve; but a man whose sense of decorum is 
well-ticinedand acute, He plays anuncommon 
square, close game of draw-pokcr, settles more 
promptly than I am always able to do; and 
seldom swears or blufis. I do noi think that 
either of us will ever be damned for the few 
offenscs of that sort we may have committed. 
I take leave to think, for my part, although 
much adversity and many obligations have 

causcd a sudden and startling abridgment in 
my pursuit of recreation of this, description 
a'though I have actually disappeared from the 
poker hoiizon like one of Rotzert Frorp's 
‘‘pr'smatic tints of the evolutionary rainbow” 
—st.ll I take leave to think, for all the outery of 
the virtwons people of the Ledger, that I have 
done nothing that calls for personal contrition 
or public chastisement. But if any damning 
s to be done it ought to be impartial, and 1 
venture to demur to the edict that 
serds me solitary and alone to that 
wakcd place on a “queen full,“ leaving 
Isaac CALDWELL at the table-with the pros- 
perous and happy aspeet of à Christian, who 
never goes in on ſees than two palzs ror sees a 
raice on less than four aces.

Ifthe moral tone of the Courier 
JOURNAL has been low—if iis opinions have 
deen unstable and pernicious-—-it it 
has had an undealthy influence upon 
affairs,---then, indeed, must all my 
pleas for justice and tolerance come 
to naught. Butif it has not been worse than 
the times or its own order, and if it strives, 
however fcebly, to add something to the, 
stream of a purer aud higher spirit in the pub- 
lic service and inthe ethics of social Hfe, J 
may reasonably hope not to come short of my 
share of popular confidence and respect.
